“HE Council of State being in Duty bound to 
conform themifelves to tie Practice that has 
been all along obferv'’d ever fiace the Repub- 
lick was Eftablith’d, which is, when the Year is draw- 
ing to-an end to make out a general Lift and Efti- 
mate of the Preparations and Charges, which the €ir- 
cumftances of Times and Affairs may require the follow- 
ing Year for the Security and Intereft of the State, and 
for promoting the welfare of their good Subjects ; and to 
fend a general Petition to the Provincesin the Union,for 
all thofe neceilary Preparations and Charges; the faid 
ouhcil] not to be wanting to this their accuftom’d Du- 
ty, have at this time deliberated and agreed fooner 
than vfual on their faid general Calculation and Peti- 
tion; becaufe the State being ftill engag’d in a burthen- 
fome War againft the Crown of France and its Adhe- 
rents, and the Campaign; tho’ ended late this Year, be- 
ing neceflarily to be open’d again very Early the enfu- 
ing Spring, the intermediate Time ought to be ma- 
nag’d with the greateft Agere. tion ; Care being to be 
faken about many things that cannot be provided with- 
out much Pains and Diligence, and it being of the ut- 
moft Importance to the common Caufe to prevent the 

Enemy. 

Now the more clearly to make appear, high and mighty 
Lords, what Efforts are nece‘Jary to be made for continu- 
ing the War the enfuing Year, and conf=quently what 
Funds are requifite for Defraying the Charge thereof,the 
Council have judg’d it proper to offer the two follow, 
ing Points to your Confideration ; firit, what Succefles 
the’ Arms of your High Mightineifés and your Allies 
have obtain’d fince the Beginning of this War, and 
in what Manner ; fecomily, what Uf ought to be 
made of thofe Succefles, for procuring by the Blefling 
of God, affoon as may be,.a good and firm Peace’: 
Which two things will naturally thew the Neceffiry 
‘of the great Demands made in this general Petition for 
the Year i707 ; to provide for, and make good the 
Eftablifhment and Eftimates of which Petition , the 
Confent of the Lords the States of the refpective Uni- 
ted Provitices is requir’d out of Hand. 

As for the Succeifes in this War, tho’ through the 
Goodnefs of God from time to time they have been 
Profperous, and in fome Parts where the Allies have 
had Engagements with the Enemy , have -been very 
great and jurprizing ; yet thote’ Suecefles were not 
gain’d without very great Dithgulties, Toil, and Ha- 
gard, and when gain’d , were often interrupted by 
crofs Occurrences, aid follow'd by unlocky Turns 
of Affairs. This Truth is fully evidene fromthe E- 
vents of every Year of this War. In 1702, when the 
War was begun in theie Parts, as it was before 
in Italy, the Enemy were indeed diflodg'd from the 
Frontiers of this Stare along the Rhine and the Maeze, 
by the taking ot Keylferfwart, matt of the Towns 
.and Forts in the Spanith Gelderland, and Leige ; and 
the Expedition by Sea againft Spain, after mueh Loi- 
tering. and fruitlefs Attempts about Cadix , was nd 
Jefs advantagiouily thau Juckily terminated at Vigo. But 
in the mean time we were pot without Apprehenfion 
and Danger irom the Enemy’s Attempts on. the fide 
of Nimeguen and Hult, and State was: oblig’d 
for its “better Security to take more Troops into Ser- 
vice, befides che Recruits and Levies that were al- 
ready made. ‘Chele Progreties and Efforts putting 
the Enemy upon recruiting their old ‘Troops and rai- 
fing new, eftablithing great Magazines ‘on their Fron- 
tiers, and making al! manner of Preparations to ren- 
der themfelves Superiour in Arms to the’ Allies in 
all Parts, your Hligh Mightinetles, with Her .Maje- 
fty the Queen of Great Britain, found. it neceflary in 
1703 to augment your Forces with 200eo-Men more: 
And tho’ the Military Operations on this Side were 
not unprofperous thet Year, particularly on’ the Low. 
er Rhine and the Maeze, Bon, Hay’; and Lim- 
burg Leing caken ; end tho’ chat Year the King of Por. 


tugal and the Duke of Savoy came into the Gran 
Alliance ; yet the Affairs of the High Allies did nog 
go fo fuccefsfully in other Parts. Inthe Netherlands 
about Maeftricht and Antwerp we found our fqlves in 


very great Danger ; and in Germany the Enemy had 
fo great a Seperiority, what with their own theig 
Confederates Forces, that easl even 


in the Spring, 
before the Winter was well over, they

Stop was put to the Progfefs of the Enemy ; and by 
the great Batrle of Hochftet fought fcon’ after thar at 
Schellenbergh , all that was loft was recover’d, 
Brifac and Fort Kehl only excepted: But in the mean 
time the Arms of the Allies had not the fame Succefs 
in other Parts,particularly in Portugal, and in Piemonte; 
where belides the Reduétion of the Duchy of Savoy, 
feveral Places were forc’d to fubmit to the Enemy, 
tho’ not without putting them to very great Expence 
of Blood, efpecially Verue, which coft them a 

an ig ords, gave us round to
